Life can play

jokes on people

In a large middle-w'estern city there 
was a grocer, who w^orked v ery hard 
and sav ed his money religiously so that 
his old age would be prov ided for. 
For 5 0 y ears he stuck to his grocery 
store. 
He worked and sav ed too hard to 
hav e much fun, but he was looking for­ 
ward, to 
the 
day w^hen he could retire. 
Then he would hav e his fun. He would 
hav e money and leisure, and 
he would 
make up for 
the y ears of hard work. 
Well, he finally retired— money in the 
bank, an assured income, a nice home, 
ev ery thing he needed. 
‘‘Now,*' he told 
his friends “ I am going to enjoy life.” 
And just 24 hours after he had retired 
he dropped dead* 
If a nov elist put that in a book we 
wouldn’t believ e it. 
We wmuld say that 
things don’t really happen that w^ay , and 
we w'ould accuse the nov elist of straining 
too hard for an ironic effect. 
But life takes queer twists that are not 
permitted to good fiction. 
It all happen­ 
ed, precisely as it is described here; and 
all we can do is admit that there are 
times- when wisdom and prudence are 
horribly confounded. 
As a matter of fact, this sort of thing 
happens fairly often— in a little difrerent 
way . 
Not many people who hav e pre­ 
pared for a carefree and leisurely old age 
die just as they begin to taste their re­ 
ward, of course; but they get cheated out 
of their dues, just the same.

that leisure, after a lifetime of hard 
work, is boredom. 
They find that they 
hav e forgotten how to play .

Dr. I. E. Newsom, in charge of vet­ 
erinary pathology at the college, is 
the author. 
“ Wbiie knowledge of tiie cause 
of di.sease iiiid its control is es­ 
sential to the poultryman,” says 
Doctor New'som, “ the ideal should 
always be kept in mind of a sys­ 
tem of management that will keep 
the birds in a state of health. The­ 
oretically at loa.st this is a pos­ 
sible accomplislnnent, and an out­ 
break of disease in a dock is evi­ 
dence that the laws of hygiene 
have not been fully observed. 
“ With the increase in the size of 
docks, opportunities for the spread 
of disea.^e are greater, and the difh- 
ciilties of bousing and feeding are 
greatly increased. 
With the mod­ 
ern poultry plant of today careful 
attention must be given to these 
details or the business cannot be 
maintained.’’ 
Among the subjects discussed in 
the bulletin in a general way are 
housing, 
feeding, 
water 
supply, 
yards, 
cleaning, 
disinfection 
and 
breeding. 
A large number of diseases are 
discussed in detail. 
Some of these 
are nutritional roup, rickets and 
leg 
weakne.ss. 
ebolera, 
typhoid, 
bacillary white diarrhea, tiibercuJo-

ed a majority of stock in the Hol­ 
land Bank, borrow’ing $100,000 from 
the Republic National Bank and giv­ 
ing personal notes.
